In addition to the troops mentioned, 
there are the various provincial forces 
which are enlisted, paid and controlled 
by the viceroys of the provinces and 
mandarins of the cities in which they 
may be quartered. These are known as 
the •army of the green standard," in con- 
tradistinction to the Manchu divisions— 
the real Chinese soldiers, divided into 
red, white, blue and yellow divisions, 
SO-called from the color of their battle 
flags.

These troops arc armed with modern 

rifles, and have for years been under tie 

leadership of German and American offl- 
cers, who have brought them tip to a 

state of discipline and efficiency hardly 

second to any similar body of foreign 
troops. It is the possession of thisarmv, 
in love with its chief, which has made 
him so independent. Chihli is regarded 
as the gate to Peking, hence the care and 
attention bestowed Upon the troops form- 
ing its garrison.

men-of-war, not including many small 
transport! and revenue cutters which in 
time of need, lUCh as the present, can he 
armed and placed in active service. The 

vessels are manned ami officered by chi- 
ne^ subjects, the only foreigBcri allowed 

on them being the Instructors in special 
departments, SUcfa as gunnery, sciunan- 

ship, electricity or torpedoes. As soon 

as a Chinese instructor qualifies, the for- 
eigner returns to the academy. Most 
ves-els of the Chinese fleet have been 
built abroad. 

The Chinese navy is divided into two 
fleets. The northern, or Peyang squad 
ron.Vith headquarters at Wei Hai-Woi, 
has under its jurisdiction the protection 
and defence of all the coast lying to the 
northward of Foo-Chow, and the Tan- 
yang, or southern squadron, with head- 
quarters at Canton, which is to defend 
all the coast south of Foo-Cbow. Each 
squadron has its own admiral, but is gov- 
erned directly by the viceroys of Chihli 
and Canton respectively, who are held 
jiersonally responsible by the emperor 
for the efficiency aud warlike condition 
of the two fleets.

Historical and Benevolent Association in 
St Louis recently, Bee, Dr. H. C Cave, 
of Louisville, was invited to speak. He 
made an address on the Southern ques- 
tion, of which the following is a part:
